CASE A MYSTERY. 


Edward Smith of the Mounted 
Squad Is Shot When With- 
in a Block of His 
Residence. 


HIGHWAYMAN OR ENEMY? 


Wounded Man Drops Dead in His 
Wife's Presence Just as 
‘He Reaches His 
Own House. 


— 


A member of the mounted police squad 
was killed early this morning, and in his 
death the police have a mysterious murder 
to solve. 

The victim was Edward Smith, attached to 
the Austin police station, but detailed as one 
of the mounted officers iff service in the down- 
town district. 

Smith was 338 years old and Uved with his 
wife at 667 Warren avenue. They had no 
children. There are two theories advanced 
to accounf for the crime. One is that Smith 
was the victim of some one in whose 
company he was earlier in the even- 
ing. The other is that he was the victim of 
highwaymen. This is the belief of Lieut. 
C. C. Healey, in charge of the mounted 
squad. 

MNMurdered While Off Duty. 

Smith had been away from home during 
the afternoon and evening. He was off 
duty and was in citizen's clothes. 

At 12:30 o’clock this morning he was go- 
ing toward his home and when within a 
block of his house he received the wound 
Which ended his life. The shooting took 
place in Washtenaw avenue, between War- 
ren avenue and Washington boulevard. 

After receiving the wound—a bullet in his 
chest—Smith staggered home. The first his 
wife knew of his arrival she heard him 
strangely fumbling at the door knob. 

Then, an instant later, she was horrified 
to see him fall prone into the entrance hall 
of the house. 


Dies in His Wife’s Presence. 
That fellow shot me,“ the dying officer 
exclaimed to his wife as he fell. He spoke 
no other word, but immediately became un- 
conscious. When a neighboring physician 
arrived the policeman was dead. 

Mrs. Smith at once sent a message to the 
station and officers went to her house and 
were also detailed to search the neighbor- 
hood for the assailants. The widow, stricken 
by the tragedy, was unable to suggest any 
reason why enemies should have waylaid 
her husband. | 

She, however, said that about 8 p. m. her 
husband had left home in the company of a 
man she did not know, who had called for 
him. That was the last she had heard of 
him, It was her theory that this stranger 
might throw some light on the case. From 
other sourees the name of this man was 
given as Theodore Girard. The police at 
8 a. m. were trying to locate this man. He 
is said to be a civil engineer, formerly with 
the Panama canal. 


Possibly, Victim of Highwaymen. 

The other theory of holdup men, mean- 
while, was not abandoned. 

Lieut. Healey, in command of the mounted 
squad, in which Smith served, said he be- 
lieved Smith was the victim of highwaymen. 

“I took a special interest in Smith,“ he 
said, “‘ because of his courtesy and good 
judgment, and, so far as I know, he had ne 
enemies who would want to avenge any real 
or fancied wrongs. He was a fearless officer 
and would stand his ground if attacked. 
This fact may have caused his death.“ 

One report was that the victim was ap- 
proached by three robbers, one of whom did 
the shooting. A woman reported to the 
Warren avenue station shortly afterward 
that she saw three men flee into an alley im- 
mediately after the firing of the shot. 

The commanding officers of the Warren 
avenue station at once ordered out every 
available officer in the precinct to search 
the west side. Chief Shippy and Assistant 
Chief Schuettler were told of the murder of 
the officer soon after it happened. The as- 
sistant chief at once assigned a dozen de- 
tectives to aid in the search. 


Robbed; Found Unconscious. 

Ladresiow Kabas, 24 years old, 5 Fulton 
street, Pullman, an employé in the Pullman 
car shops, was found wounded and uncon- 
scious beneath the window of his boarding 
house last night. When brought downtown 
to the Chicago Emergency hospital he re- 
vived and told of having been shot while in 
his room, thrown out of the window, and 
robbed of $200. 

Police of the Kensington station had denied 
that Kabas had been robbed, but said he had 
tried to commit suicide while despondent over 
a love affair. They judged from the presence 
of the picture of a young woman on a stand 
in his room that Kabas had been disappoint- 
ed in love. 

According to the physician who attended 
him It would have been almost impossible for 
Kabas to have shot himself in the side where 


the bullets penetrated. Frank Kirbish, the 


boarding. house keeper, told the police he 
heard the shots and running to Kabas’s room 
found it unoccupied and the window open. 
He looked out and saw Kabas lying on the 
ground. No sign of robbers was seen by 
Kirbish. ‘

NOT TRUE. 


| 


Directors of the Standard Oil company met yesterday in the 
most memorable session ever held by the heads of the giant 
corporation. It is said to be the first time in the history of the 
company that a meeting has been held on Sunday, and it is also 
the first time in recent years that the president, Join D. Rock o- 
feller, has attended one. 

The event marks a crisis in the affairs of the great trust 
and its effect on the future policy of the company, as well as 
upon the future policfes of other great aggregations of capital, 
is almost beyond calculation. It is believed that inéstimable 
good will result from the meeting and that a better understand- 
ing will in future exist between the government and corpora- 
tions in general. 

The extraordinary meeting of yesterday was in response to 
urgent telegrams sent out by Mr. Rockefeller Saturday evening 
after the full text of Judge Landis’ staggering decision had been 
printed in the Cleveland papers. Mr. Rockefeller himself im- 
mediately took the Twentieth Century limited at Cleveland and 
arrived in New York early Sunday morning. H. H. Rogers, al- 
though still weak from a recent illness, came down from Fair- 
haven in ‘his private car. William Rockefeller arrived by a 
special train from his estate in upper New York, and both Mr. 
Flagler and Mr. Archbold came in on special trains from their 
country places. Each of the great magnates was driven imme- 
diately to 26 Broadway, the New York offices'of the company, 


and the memorable meeting was called to order by the president 


shortly after 2 o’clock. 

The oil king was looking well, but his associates were struck 
by the fact that the keen, aggressive, merciless face of the 
Rockefeller of ten years ago had disappeared beneath the soft- 
ening effects of time and wholesome country living. If it had 
not been for the thin lips, tightly drawn, one would have 
thought there was a touch of sadness in his face. When tle 
man whose genius, energy, and craft have created the greatest 
industrial corporation in history arose to speak the room be- 
came absolutely silent. 

Mx friends, you are probably surprised to find me back in 
the harness again. It's the first time I've been in this building 
for—let’s see—nearly six years, isn't it, Henry? I thought 1 
had thrown the cares of business off my shoulders some time 
ago, and was going to be allowed to play awhile. I thougtt 
you boys could run the business all right.“ 

Mr. Rockefeller smiled faintly and then resumed speaking. 

“Recent events, that is, within the last three or four years, 
have convinced me that I can do more good in the world by 
speaking here this afternoon than by building colleges. That's 
why I called this meeting. I intend to formulate and in- 
augurate a new policy that shall govern the Standard Ou com- 
pany so that it will become . medel for business concerns that 
wish to attain to honorable success instead of being a model 
for those who wist to win dishonorable business success, 

“I’m getting to be an old man. I am still supposed to be 
the head of this company, although, as you know, I have taken 
no active part in its affairs for some years. At the same 
time, I am the président of it and the chief beneficiary of its 
gigantic dividends. These amount to between 40 and 48 per 
cent a year. They pour in on me in a volume of useless mil- 
lions. As president, I am going to make it my last official act 
to demand that hereafter every person connected with the 
Standard Oil company shall obey the spirit as well as the letter 
of the country’s laws. Also, I am going to demand that the 


* 
utmost publicity be given to all the company’s business affairs. 
If they are not the sort to stand publicity, we shall discontinue 
them. If the Standard Oil company is not great enough to be 
above board in its: ‘methods, no other concern in the world can. 

“I am getting to be an old man. We are all getting on in 
years. In ten years or less we shall not be here. I want to 
feel that when I leave there will be people who will be grate- 
ful that I’ve lived and sorry that I've gone. It is not pleasant 
to think that now, after fifty years of business life, I stand con- 
victed in.the courts of half a dozen states and that the organi- 
zation that I have built up is the most distrusted and detested 
concern in the world. This company stands convicted of break- 
ing, in nearly every possible way, the laws of the country 
whose mercy and protection have made its success possible. 

“If I should die tomorrow I should feel that the crimes of 
my right hand would ring louder in the ears of posterity than 
the benefactions of my left hand. 

“TI am in the evening of my life, where a man wants to feel 
that he has the affection and good will of his fellow men. And 
yet at this time the papers and the sentiment of the nation are 
ringing with threats of prison. A judge has inflicted the 


greatest possible fine and his action wins the approval of the } 


country. The only dissenting opinion comes from those who 
say that the verdict is excessive or that it may not stand the 
test of the higher courts. No one thinks we are innocent. 

“They say we have crushed competition. That is true, as 
we all know. They say we have had secret dealings with the 
railroads and have thus gained advantages not enjoyed by our 
less powerful rivals. That is true, as we all know. It seemed 
that success was best gained in that way, and success was the 
one goal we were seeking. We got success. We felt that the 
end justified the meanness. We crushed everything and every- 
body that stood in our way. We have not respected laws that 
interfered with our success, for we employed the best of legal 
talent to shield us from the penalties which the violation of 
those laws entailed. There has not been a legal trick that we 
have not used nor a technical loophole that we have not 
squirmed through. Our record is not a pleasant one for an old 
man to contemplate. 

“We have pleaded technicalities instead of innocence, and 
until last Saturday we have managed to escape every penalty 
except the hatred of our countrymen. 

“Hereafter, my friends, the Standard Oil company shall 
evade no laws nor violate any. If there are methods or cond!- 
tions that are illegal or heartless, those must be remedied or 
removed. We must not stramgle the littfe competitors, our 
weaker brothers, for such cases can be appealed to a higher 
court than the United States Supreme court, and technicalities 
will not avail us. The creed of Standard Ol] must hereafter be 
submission to law and justicé.” 

The effect of Mr. Rockefeller’s speech and the inauguration 
of his new policy in Standard Oil affairs is certain to have a 
tremendous effect on American business methods. It is believed 
that the example he has set will do untold good in cleansing 
the business life of this country, for his connection with nearly 
all the great industries and railroads of the nation makes Hs 
influence for good in this direction greater than that of the 
president of the United States. 

Thousands of telegrams of congratulation and good will 
were sent to Mr. Rockefeller last evening and he feels that His 
efforts are already bearing rich rewards.

Racing Auto Fails to Beat Car. 
The trip of the three to Bellevue resulted, 
according to witnesses, from the failure of 
Tarbell's forty horse power racing machine 
to beat a fast traveling trolley car to the 
crossing at the foot of the incline at West 
Thirty-fourth street. Tarbell was driving, 
and the police say he came down the in- 
cline in pretty much the same way that has 
caused his arrest at least once for speed- 
in 

The paths of the trolley car and the auto 
crossed exactly on the tracks, and the car 
struck the auto squarely in the center, jam- 
ming it against an iron pillar. 


All Narrowly Escape Death. 

The street car was derailed and the auto 
torn to pieces. Cutching was thrown under 
the surface car between the trucks and 
wedged between the brake beam and the 
pavement. Had the rear trucks moved a few 
inches farther they must have cut him in 
two. Tarbell was caught between the run- 
ning board of the car and one side of the 
wrecked machine. His broken leg had been 
pushed through the spokes of a wheel. 
Woodeson was pinioned under the trolley’s 
forward trucks. It was necessary to raise 
the passenger car before the injured men 
could be taken out. 

On the way to Bellevue hospital, where 
the injured were taken, Tarbell, who owned 
and drove the car, regained his senses and 
inquired whether the machine had been 
ruined.

ANGERS, France, Aug. 4.—Forty passen- 
gers and the engineer were drowned this 
afternoon in one of the worst railroad disas- 
ters ever known in France. 

The wreck occurred at Les Ponts de Ce, 
three miles southeast of Angers, where the 
railroad crosses the River Loire over a stone 
A local train crowded with home- 
going holiday makers left the track just 
at the entrance to the bridge. 

The heavy locomotive smashed through 
the stone wall guarding the approach and 
plunged into the Loire.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Special.}—

mitted to President Roosevelt by Herbert

Used Power to Squeeze Public. | 

Commissioner Smith says: 

“The Standard Oil company is respome 
sible for the course of prices of petroleum 
and its products during the last twenty-five 
years. The Standard has consistently used 
its power to raise the price of oil during 
the last ten years not only absolutely but 
also relatively to the cost of crude oll. 

“The Standard has claimed that it has re- 
duced the price of oll: that it has been a bene- 
fit to the consumer; and that only a great 
combination like the Standard could have 
furnished oil at the prices that have pre- 
vailed. Each one of these claims is dis- 
proved by this report. 

“The increase in annual profits of the”. 
Standard from 1896 to 1904 was over $27,- 
000,000, The total dividends paid by the 
Standard from 1882 to 1906 were $551,922,904, 


dividends, however, were much less than the 
total earnings, It is substantially certain 
that the entire net earnings of the Standard 
from 1882 to 1906, were at least 3750, 000,000 
and possibly much more.

Unfair Methods . 

In his letter to President Roosevelt, trans 
mitting the report, Commissioner Smith 
says: : ‘ 
“The following facts are proven: The 
Standard has not reduced margins during the 
period in which it has been responsible for 
the prices of oil. During the last eight years 


raised both prices and margins. 

Its domination has not been acquired oF 
maintained by its superior efficiency, but by 
unfair competition and by methods econom 
ically and morally unjustifiable. 

“The Standard has superior efficiency ig 
running its own business; it has an equal 
efficiency in destroying the business of com- 
petitors. It keeps for itself the profits of the 
first, and adds to these the monopoly profits 
secured by the second. 

Its profits are far above the highest pos- 
sible standard of a reasonable commercial 
return, and have been steadily increasing. 

Finally, the history of this great industry 
is a history of the persistent use of the worst 
industrial methods, the exacting of exorbi- 
tant prices from the consumer and the secur- 
ing of excessive profits for the small group 
of men who, over a long series of years, have 
thus dominated the business. . 

In a few days another section of the report 
will be made public, setting forth the im- 
portance of price discrimination in restraine 
ing the business of competitors and augmente 
ing the profits of the Standard. 


‘‘Margins” Used to Fill Coffers. 

The report, in part, is as follows: 

The investigation of prices of petroleum 
in the United States shows two conspicuous 
facts: 

1. There has been a marked increase in the 
margin between the price of crude oil and 
the prices of jm leading finished products in 
the United és during the last ten years. 
This incr in margin is only in small part 
attributable to increase in costs of conduct- 
ing the business. Although since the time 
when the Standard Oil company first secured 
a large proportion of the business, about 
1874, there has been a material decrease in 
the margin between the price of crude off 
and the price of illuminating oil, the Stand- 
ard Oil company can claim no credit for this 
decrease. ~ 

2. The profits of the Standard Ol come 
pany, particularly on its domestic business, 
are altogether excessive, and they have been 
higher during recent years than formerly. 


Standard Fixes Prices. 

“The influence of the Standara en com- 
pany on prices must be judged not by the 
absolute prices of the finished products of 
petroleum but by comparison of such prices 
with the price of crude oil. The Standard 
buys much the greater part of its crude, and 
therefore the margin between crude and its 
finished products affords the proper criterion 
of its policy. 

In considering such margins the Stand- 
ard’s price policy may conveniently be con- 
sidered as though it affected principally or 
only the consumer of the finished products, 
It fs true that the Standard is substantially 
able to fix the price of crude oll jn most of 
the great oll fields. The unduly great margin 
between the price of crude and the price of 
finished products might therefore be attrib- 
utable either to the establishment of unduly 
low prices for crude, or to the establishment 
of unduly high prices for finished products, 
or to both combined. There is little doubt, 
however, that in general the excessive mar- 
gins extorted by the Standard have been 
chiefly an exploitation of the consumer.

Conspiracy Charges as Or- 
dered by Landis. 


INDIVIDUALS MAY ESCAPE 


Trust Headed by Rockefeller 
Promised Poor Comfort in 
Holding Back Fine. 


Preparations for the second federal inquiry 
into the relations between the Standard 
Oil company and the Chicago and Alton 
road, ordered by Judge Kenesaw M. Landis 
on Saturday, will begin this morning. The 
call for the grand jury will issued and 
District Attorney Sims with associates 
will go over all the evidence presented at 
the recent Standard Oil trial—which result- 
ed in the huge fine—and select the witnesses 
to be subpcenaed. i > 

It developed yesterday that the reason 
for haste in this matter is that the statute of 
limitations is running against the govern- 
ment, and because of it the Alton will escape 
reindictment on between 800 and 1,000 counts 
of the 1,462 on which the Standard Oil com- 
pany was convicted last spring. | 

This statute of limitations bars prosecu- 
tion on offenses committed more than three 
‘years before indictment. Many of the ship- 
ments on which the Standard Oil was con- 
victed of securing rebates occurred between 
September, 1908, and August, 1904, and the 
longer this second investigation is deferred 
the less the Alton will have to answer for. 


Two Grand Juries Will Act. 


When the grand jury convenes on Aug. 14 
a few days will suffice to present the evidence 
against the Alton. The jury will be drawn 
from the old northern district of Illinois and 
consider infractions of the Elkins law oc- 
curring from August, 1904, until March, 1908. 
Subsequently another grand jury will be 
summoned from the new district and take 
cognizance of offenses committed from 
March, 1905, until June, 1006, when the Elkins. 
law was repealed by the new rate law. 

‘The impending indictment of the Alton 
and probably of some of its and of the Stand- 
ard officials came so much in the nature of 
a bombshell that no one of the officials feels 
qualified to discuss it. The firm of Winston, 
Payne & Strawn acts as counsel for the road. 
Ralph M. Shaw, who has charge of most of 
this legal business, is in the Adirondacas, 
and none of the other members of the firm 
would say what would be done. 

The feeling in Alton circles, however, is 
that the government is ungrateful in that it 
was the testimony of Alton officials that 
rendered the verdict of guilty against the 
Standard possible. 


No Promise of Immunity. 


There was no understanding, tacit or 
otherwise, however, that could have led the 
Alton officials to expect immunity for their 
company, according to District Attorney 
Sims. who. in speaking of the matter, said: 
“The Alton gave us certain evidence in the 
shape of waybills and book entries. But, had 
the road shown a disposition to deny them 
to the government, we could have secured 
them by force. The government therefore 
is under no special obligations to the Alton, 
and may proceed accordingly.” 

There is little expectation that in the in- 
vestigation on the conspiracy charge evi- 
dence will be secured directly connecting 
John D. Rockefeller or other high officials 
in the Standard Oll company of New Jersey 
with the rebating. There will be no effort 
to indict any one who would be sure to es- 
ca n the trial, but the acts of alkthose who 
* have known about the Standard-Alton 
arrangement will be scrutinized closely, It 
may follow that no indictments of individu- 
als will be returned, but the district attorney 
feels there is sufficient evidence to warrant a 
thorough investigation. 


Cheaper Crude Oil to Aid Standard. 


A report circulated in the southern Illinois 

oil fields is to the effect that, effective on 
Sept. 1, a reduction of 8 cents a barrel will be 
made in the price of crude oil. This field is 
a new one, not connected with a pipe line 
yet, and in point of production is second only 
to the mid-continent or Indian territory field. 
the price paid for the oil is now 68 cents, 
while that in the adjoining field of North 
Lima and South Lima, said to produce the 
same grade of oll, ig 94 cents and 80 cents a 
barrel, respectively. 
Should this reduction be made general to 
all the oil producing territory in the United 
States it would afford a way for the Stand- 
ard company to pay the enormous fine of 
$29,240,000 in two years, providing a slight 
increase were made at the same time in the 
price of refined oil. 

According to the latest report of the com- 
missioner of corporations the Standard’s 
consumption of crude oil in 1904 was 55,698,- 
000 barrels. A reduction of 8 cents a barrel 
in the price would mean a saving to the 
trust of $4,455,840. 

The same source gives the total production 
of refined oil by the Standard for the same 
period at 21,341,179 barrels of fifty gallons 
each. An increase of 1 cent a gallon on this 
refined oil would yield a proadt for the 
Standard of $10,570,589.50. 6 
The sum of this saving and profit“ 
totals $15,026,429.50, or over one-half the 
fine which Judge Landis imposed on the com- 
pany. In this way the fine could be raised in 
two years and not disturb the dividends. 


Reason for Speedy Settlement, 


The pessimists and some others who read 
Judge Landis’ opinion may have suggested 
that it be years before the government is 
able to collect the fine, even if the judgment 
is affirmed by the United States Supreme 
court. 

While this may be true, it is not probable, 
and even if so, it is not a bad investment for 
the government, as, according to the officials 
in District Attorney Sims’ office, interest 
begins to pile up on a fine the moment the 
judgment is entered. This will be no small 
thing in itself. The rate is 5 per cent per 
annum and at this the interest on the fine for 
each year will be $1,462,000. The interest 
on government bonds is over 2 per cent less. 

Still the opinion of attorneys is that this 
case will not be allowed to drag in the 
courts for years. The government wil! be 
more than anxious to push the hearing and 
the Standard will gain nothing by delay. 
In fighting private parties the law’s delays 
are resorted to to tire or bankrupt the ad- 
versary, but the Standard cannot hope such 
results will follow such tactics in this in- 
stance. : 


Early Hearing Seems Certain, 


Moreover, there are many other causes, 
not only in Illinois but other states, which 
must stand or fall on this prosecution. Many 
of the questions raised were directed at the 
law, and if the company is sustained on 
these in the court of last resort the govern- 
ment would of necessity dismiss all these 
other cases. Thus it will certainly be to the 
interest of the company to secure a speedy 
hearing. 

The belief of attorneys for the government 
is that the cage will reach the Supreme court 
in time to be considered at the October term 
in 1908. This is based on the idea that the 
case will reach the Court of Appeals in time 
to be heard during January and that the 
judgment will be sustained there. While it 
ie true that the Supreme court is about a 
year behind on its docket, this, being a 
criminal case, will be given precedence and 
an early hearing.

Crime in Watering Stock. 


Gov. Cummins placed the Chicago & Alton 
and the Chicago & Rock Island railroads in 
the class with Rockefeller for questionable 
business dealings, declaring that the man- 
ner in which the stock of these roads was 
watered was no less than a crime. 

“Four years ago the capital stock of the 
Rock Island was $75,000,000," said Gov. Cum- 
mins. Since that time earnings have in- 
creased, and, instead of giving the public the 
benefit of the profits which it had heaped up 
for the road the capital stock was watered 
until today it has reached the gigantic sum of 
$412,000,000. 

“In the same manner Harriman has wa- 
tered the Alton stock’ from $33,000,000 to 
$113,000,000. 


Approves Judge Landis’ Act. 


„When we learn of such business tactics 
it does not take any great mental acumen 
to see that we must calla halt. Judge Lan- 
dis has done just what was necessary. The 
fine of $29,240,000 is not out of proportion to 
the earnings of the company or the serious- 
ness of the crime. It is too bad that it was 
no bigger.“ 


Rockefeller Not Downcast. 

Cleveland, O., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—If Judge 
Landis’ decision has been a great blow to 
John D. Rockefeller he does not show it. 
Bright, almost blithe, with a joke on his 
lips as he spoke of it, he attended the serv- 
ices at Euclid Avenue Baptist church this 
morning. 

„There is nothing to say about the deci- 
sion, is there?“ he queried, good naturedly, 
when pressed to discuss it. Then he backed 
up the church aisle to a safe position from 
his interviewers, lingering just long enough 
to impress upon them the necessity of being 
prompt tomorrow morning in keeping an en- 
gagement with him to play golf. 

Jam an early riser, you know,“ he said. 
with a laugh. I suppose with you news- 
paper men 8 o’clock is an early hour, an 
unearthly hour. I find the hour best to 
meet my friends, at any rate. I have a 
great deal to do, you know, and about the 
only time I have for conversation is during 
a golf game.

JUDGE LANDIS WILL SELL 
ZION CITY LACE FACTORY. 


Bids Received by Court Include One 
from Marshall Field & Company— 
Voliva Ready to Enter Protest. 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis this morning 
will take up a case which perhaps has given 
him es much mental worry as the Standard 
Oil hearing—the Zion City wrangle, which 
comes up in a distinct phase, that of the sale 
of the lace factory. 

Bids have been recetved by the court and 
will be opened when the case is called. Itis 
known that two large firms, Marshall Field 
& Co. and the American Lace company of 
Elyria, O., have submitted bids and it is prob- 
able that one or two more will be entered. 

An estimate of $265,000 as the probable sale 
price of the industrial experiment imported 
by John Alexander Dowie, has been made by 
experts. Far more than that was spent on the 
factory and its equipment by the founder of 
Zion, but little improvement has been made 
since the early investments. As the foreign 
competition, that of the Nottingham lace, 
hampered by the 65 per cent import duty and 
the cost of transportation is almost the only 
opposition to be met by this product, it is re- 
garded as an excellent investment. 

Wilbur Glenn Voliva, leader of about one- 
third of Zion's forces, will protest against the 
sale of the lace industry. Receiver John 
C. Hately urges it because of the immediate 
need for $245,000 to pay off mortgages on Zion 
City. Voliva has petitioned to be made joint 
receiver of the estate, but that action is not 
favored by a majority of the stockholders 
and creditors.

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RACE RIOT AT A BALL GAME 


Many Whites and Blacks Victims 
of Clash at New York. 


TWO MAY DIE OF INJURIES. 


Negroes Turn Roof Into Fort and 
Hur! Bricks on Enemy. 


New York, Aug. 4.—[Special.)—A fight de- 
tween a negro and a white man over the re- 
sult of a baseball game between white and 
colored teams at Olympia flelds, Fifth ave- 
nue, between One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
and One Hundred and Thirty-seventh strects, 
this afternoon led to a riot, in which scores 
were hurt, two being injured so seriously 
they may die. It took the combined efforts 
of reserves from a dozen police stations to 
quell the disturbance. 

As a result of over an hour’s bombardment | 
from roofs and windows along One Hundred 
and Thirty-sixth street, in the vicinity of 
Fifth avenue, and hand to hand fighting 
with razors and brass knuckles along the 
streets lined with negro tenements, John 
McCue and Matthew Murtha, both white, 
He at Harlem hospital with fractured skulls. 
Simon Morcano, colored, also is in the hos- 
pital with a badly gashed scalp. Doctors of 
the hospital staff say the two white men are 
in a serious cendition. 

Riot Starts Over Wager. 

The Olympias, a white team, and the Har- 
lem colored ball players had a game early 
in the afternoon. At the end of the game 
a white man claimed a wager which he said 
a negro made on the result of the game and 
lost. When the negro refused to pay, the 
white man struck him. The negro ran into 
a large apartment house at the southeast 
corner of One Hundred and Thirty-sixth 
street and Fifth avenue, across the street 
from the ball grounds, and, rousing the ne- 
gro tenants with his story of assault, made 
his way to the roof. Other negroes in the 
house, men and women alike, scrambled to 
the eaves and began to hurl bricks from 
the chimneys down on the crowd of whites 
below. 

This was the signal for a general fusillade 
from the windows of the negro apartment 
house across the street and from a stone pile 
on the corner. The whites made a rush on 
the apartment house corner, battered in the 
front door, and went through the halls maul- 
ing every negro that could be found. They 
were repulsed when they tried to make their 
exit on to the roof by the blacks, who stood 
at a trap door with clubs and rods of iron. 


Revives Old Trouble. 


Noise of the trouble spread through the 
neighborhood and quickened the old feud 
between the whites and blacks into a general 
outbreak. Reserve parties of both races 
hurried from all about to the scene of the 
trouble and the street was filled with a strug- 
gling mass of fighters. Negroes on the roof 
pried off a large section of chimney and 
dropped it in the midst of the whites below. 
A mass of brick hit McCue, one of the serious- 
ly hurt, on the head. As the string of the 
wounded began to make its way to Harlem 
hospital the fight followed to the walls of the 
hospital itself. 

It was two hours before the police con- 
trolled the situation. Tonight several hun- 


dred officers patrol the disturbed neigh- 
borhood.

MAI INVADE FEZ, 


Excuses Made by Moroccan 
Authorities Fail to Block — 
Government's Plan. 


FLEET 70 PATROL COAST. 
Warships of Republic and Spain 


to Guard Ports Until Police 
Are Installed. 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—The government received 
today through the French chargé d'affaires 
at Tangier the excuses of the Moroccan gov- 
erning board for the troubles at Casablanca 
and its usual assurances that orders have 
been given to the governors of the various 
ports that they will be held responsible for 
the security of foreigners. These assur- 
ances will not affect the program the gov- 
ernment is elaborating with Spain and for 
which active preparations are proceeding. 
The impression is general here that in 
order to put an end to the anarchy in Morocco 
a punitive expedition must march on Fez. 
It is probable that Casablanca will be oc- 
ecupied by the French-Spanish forces Wednes- 
day hight, the preparations thus far having 
gone on without the slightest hitch. It is 
understood to have been decided that as soon 
as the troops are landed the consular body 
will open an inquiry as to the responsibility 
for the murders and that this will be followed 
by the arrest and punishment of the guilty 
persons. 

The second naval division, consisting of 
the cruisers Gueydon, Gloire, and Jeanne 
d’Are, sailed from Toulon today for Mo- 
rocco. The entire coast of that country 
probably will be patrolled by French and 
Spanish warships until the international po- 
lice are installed. 


Spain to Send 500 Soldiers. 


MADRID, Aug. 4.—At a five hours’ sessidn 
of the cabinet today the Franco-Spanish ac- 
tion in Morocco anda note to the powers were 
discussed. At the close of the meeting Gen. 
Primo-Rivero, the war minister, announced 
that the Spanish contingent to Morocco would 
not exceed 500 men. He said they would go 
on board a warship. 

Dispatches received here from Melilla, Mo- 
rocco, report that the pretender has taken 
advantage of the present situation in that 
country to curry favor with Europe and has 
sent a delegation of rebel chiefs to protest 
against the events at Casablanca. The dele- 
gates, the dispatch says, declare that the 
pretender as a sign of mourning suspended 
the fétes arranged in celebration of his re- 
cent victory and is disposed to codperate with 
European initiative in measures to ame- 
— the situation in the territory he con- 
trois. 


Italian Cruiser at Casablanca. 


TANGIER, Aug. 4.—Up to tonight no dis- 
turbing advices had been received from Casa- 
blanca. The Italian cruiser Etna, with the 
Italian minister aboard, has arrived in the 
harbor. 

The excuses presented by the emissary of 
Mohammed el Torres, foreign representative 
of the sultan, for the disturbances at Casa- 
blanca have been received here with derision. 
In spite of his wound, it is reported that 
Gen. Bagdani, head of the government force 
operating against the bandit Raisuli in an 
endeavor to rescue Caid Sir Harry MacLean, 
is pressing on. It is said the tribesmen are 
frightened at the manner in which Bagdani 
is sacking and burning villsges and are nego- 
22 with Raisuli for the release of Mac- 

an. | 


Caid MacLean Writes to Friends. 


Official advices received here say that when 
on July 27 the Kmass tribesmen demanded 
that Raisuli surrender Caid Sir Harry Mac- 
Lean because they feared an attack by the 
sultan’s troops, Raisuli suddenly vanished, 
taking MacLean with him into the hills, 
where he left him in charge of his (Raisulli’s) 
brother. MacLean was then badly. treated, 
but after five days he was brought back 
again. Negotiations for his release continue. 
MacLean is now permitted to write freely 
and in letters to friends here confirms the 
foregoing information. It is stated that the 
governing board's only condition for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities against Raisuli is the lib- 
eration of MacLean, and that it does not 
stipulate the arrest or surrender of the 
bandit.

Wife Herself Gets Evidence.

SHIP PICKS UP WOMAN'S BODY 


Excursion Boat ‘Bearing Sunday 
Merrymakers Is Halted. 


GOLD WATCH THE ONLY CLEW 


Excitement on Roosevelt When It 
Comes on Evidence of Tragedy. 


Midway of a merry Sunday excursion, the 
steamer Theodore Roosevelt paused in mid- 
lake last evening to draw from the water 
the body of a woman, sighted as the boat 
was on its return trip from Michigan City 
to Chicagd. 

There was almost a panic on board when 
a small boat was lowered. Some passengers 
shouted that there was a man overboard.“ 
and there was a genéral stampede of the 
curious to the port side, causing the steamer 
to careen in that direction. The crew urged 
some of the passengers back and prevented 
danger of capsizing. 


Gold Watch the Only Clew. 

The body of the woman was without marks 
of identification except a woman’s gold watch 
and chain. She was apparently between 40 
and 50 years of age. The body appeared to 
have been in the water fifteen days. 

It was seen floating in the water, face up- 
ward, by Capt. Donald McLain. First Mate 
Dougal Morrison and Second Mate Charles 
Ohlka were lowered in a boat and took the 
body from the water. 

A wireless message was sent to Manager 
W. K. Greenebaum at the offices of the In- 
diana Transportation company, which runs 
the steamer. Manager Greenebaum notified 
the police and Lieut. O'Toole, with several 
detectives, went to the wharf to meet the 
boat and took the body to Rolston's under- 
taking rooms, 870 Wabash avenue. 

There were no marks of violence other than 
a small abrasion over the left eye. Dr. H. M. 
Bundessen, the boat’s physician, examined 
the body and said he believed the woman died 
from drowning and that the abrasion was 
caused by the body’s striking something 
while floating. 


Money Wrapped in Handkerchief. 

In one of the Woman’s stockings were found 
several pieces of cord and a leather strap 
about four feet long. A $5 bill was found 
wrapped in her handkerchief and $1.41 was in 
her purse. The watch hung from her neck 
by a portion of a gold chain which had been 
broken in several places. 

The woman is described as of light com- 
plexion, with brown eyes and sandy eye- 
brows, good teeth, and pug nose; weighing 
160 pounds and d feet 8 inches in height. She 
was dressed in a gray flannel jacket and 


gkirt, white silk waiat with lace yoke, silk 


chemise, two white petticoats, and a black 
silk petticoat. 

In one of the pockets was a return ticket 
from Chicago to Milwaukee on the Goodrich 
company, but employésa of the company could 
not identify the body from this check. The 
Chicago police think it indicated that the 
woman Hved in Milwaukee.

GOING TO TRAFFIC SCHOOL 


Police Captain Gibbons to Study 
Team Regulation in New York. 


SHIPPY SEEKS GOOD SYSTEM. 


Eight Picked Men Will Form Nucleus 
for Squad in Chicago. 


Capt. Gibbons of the Central station, who 
for many years has been Chicago's traffic 
expert, will go to New York this week to 
get the latest ideas of the traffic policemen 
there for the relief pf congestion in busy 
streets, 

Possibly eight picked patrolmen will accom- 
pany him, for these eight are to be the 
nucleus of a traffic squad which Capt. Shippy 
intends shall be as good as anything in that 
line in this country or abroad. 

There has been much improvement in con- 
ditions in the loop district, especially during 
the rush hours, since the crossing policemen 
have been using the whistle signals for the 
regulation of traffic, but Chief Shippy is not 
satisfied. 


Chief Shippy Explains Plan. 

Capt. Gibbons,“ said the chief, will pick 
up by personal observation the best ideas of 
regulating street traffic that can be found in 
New York. a 

Well put two. policemen at each con- 
gested intersection, say one at Madison and 
one at State street. When a policeman 
stands on a crossing that is an indication 
that the advancing teams are to halt six feet 
behind the crossing. When the congestion has 
been relieved at that point he will move 
obliquely across to the other crossing and 
stop the advancing teams there. His leaving 
the crossing is the signal for the teams and 
street cars to proceed. 


To Educate Teamsters Also. 

„We will place eight men under the drill of 
Capt. Stephen O’Brien of New York, who had 
so much to do with the organization of the 
system used in that city for the regulation of

affic. 

When we have educated the policemen— 
and I think it Will not take long—we propose 
to educate the teamsters to stop six feet back 
of a crossing where they see a policeman 
standing.

HOT SHOT AT WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Wife of the Rev. Sam Small Says 
They Are All Failures. 


WANTS. HOME LIFE BUILT UP. 


Thinks Girl Has No Right to Enter 
Into Commercial Activity. 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Sam Small, Atlanta, Ga., wife of the evan- 
gelist, said in an interview today that wom- 
en's clubs and organizations generally, in- 
cluding the Woman's Christian Temperance 
union, had failed in the purposes for which 
they were organized and had deteriorated 
into merely entertaining clubs.“ 

Indirectly, she said, these woman’s organ- 
izations are responsible for the great number 
of young women entering men’s work 
through their inability to get at what Mrs. 
Small .terms the woman problem,“ which 
she thinks a greater future question than 
that of capital and labor or the race problem. 
She said: These women's clubs and other 
organizationg, which pretend to exist for hu- 
manity’s sake, do not study real life. 

Says They “Skim Surface.” 

“They spend the greater part of their time 
in entertaining some prominent member of 
an associate organization. They merely skim 
over the surface of things, so to speak, and 
accomplish but little towards stopping the 
drift of young women from homes and the 
creating of the ‘woman's’ problem in social 
and commercial life. 

“If women's clubs and beneficent organ- 
izations desire to accomplish their real pur- 
pose in life,they should teach the young wom- 
en of our country love for home. This, so far, 
they have failed to do, but have advised 
girls ‘to go to work for a@ living.’ Let the 
girls remain at home to take the work from 
their mothers’ shoulders, while the father 
and brothers support them. Women now 
are fast ruining men's salaries, because they 
are willing to work cheaper than men in 
order to wear fine clothes. 


‘Business Life Censured. 


“Daily association with men in the busi- 
ness field tends to break down the barrier 
between the sexes and when men lose their 
sentiment for women they lose their respect 
for them.“ 

Mrs. Smal? believes that the girls’ leaving 
home is responsible for the much talked of 
“ servant problem.” 

She severely criticised the managers of 
New York restaurants and cafés, who permit 
white girls waiters to work under negroes. 
Her indignation was aroused at this, she said, 
on her recent visit to that city with Mr. 
Small. 

In speaking of Booker T. Washington's 
work among the negroes of the south, Mra, 
Small said he was not looked upon favor- 
ably by the majority of negroes of that seo- 
tion whom he is trying to educate industrial- 
ly. The negroes, she said, are skeptical 
about his sincerity.

IS SWEPT 10 PIER 
Nanine, Driven by Wind, Is 


Checked Just in Time by 
the Life Savers. 


ONE MAN OVERBOARD. 


Seventy Foot Craft Towed to the 
Harbor Just as Squalls 
Break Over Lake. 


With its engine disabled the 70 foot gasoline 
launch Nanine was swept by a strong wind 
toward the easterly breakwater off Adams 
street shortly before 11 o'clock last night, 
‘and but for prompt assistance by the life 
saving crew from the harbor mouth would 
have been battored to pieces against the bar- 
rier. As it was the boat was towed to safety 
through the Van Buren street gap just in 
advance of a series of squalls which tossed 
the lake into momentary fury. 

One man of the crew fell overdoard as the 
launch was being towed in, but he was res- 
cued by the life savers. : 

The boat had nine men on board, including 
the owner, Hans Finstad, of the Columbia 
Yacht club, who lives at 64 Wisconsin strect. 


Patrol Sees Distress Signals. 

A few minutes before 11 o’clock William 
Preston of the life saving patrol was on the 
government pier when, some distance out 
in the lake, he heard shouts, then saw a wav- 
ing lantern. Recognizing these as signals of 
distress he hurried to notify the life saying 
station. Capt. Carland and a crew went out 
at once in the power boat of the station and 
found the Nanine, fast drifting in, was by 
this time almost on the big stone packed 
piling, near the place where iast November 
a freight scow turned turtle, drowning three 
men. 

The launch was rolling helplessly, and in 
a minute or two would have been dashed 
against the breakwater.

SANDHOG PROVES HIS GRT 


With Leg Pinned Down by Mass 
of Rock He Uses Arm to Work 
Drill to Free Himself. 


New York, Aug. 4.— [Special. I— The west 
wall of a deep tunnel shaft used by the Lack- 
awanna railroad as a construction base in 
boring a four track tube through Bergen 
hill, Jersey City, gave way at 2 o’clock this 
morning. A mass of solid rock ninety feet 
high from the pit mouth to the rim was 
pitched forward and piled up in the great 
hole with a roar and jar that shook houses 
for blocks around and bro t scared people 
flying into the streets, Bure an earthquake 
was shaking New Jersey. 

There were fifteen rock drillers and sand- 
hogs cutting their way westward in the 
narrow, choked tunnel almost directly un- 
der the west wall when it toppled forward 
exactly as a child's house of lettered blocks 
falls. The only warning they had was an in- 
stant's grinding and the rending of the huge 
mass of stoge, but it left them time enough 
to drop their tools and rush, fighting and 
clawing each other, to the far end of the 
incompleted tunnel directly away from the 
great pit.

Thirteen of them escaped,crawling through 
the rabbit burrow of a hole into another 
shaft two blocks away, but Anton Kwiat- 
kowski and Pietro Tulio stopped to get their 
coats.

As eumulative evidence of the great 
prosperity of the United States the testi · 
mony of the farmers comes to supplement 
that of the manufacturers and merchants, 
The character of the crops has long been 
counted a reliable index of the general 
welfare. When the harvests are abun- 
dant and the farmers are contented with 
conditions other lines of business are apt 
to be prosperous too, When a season of 
poor crops comes there is quite likely to 
be general disturbance in financial eireles. 

There was a good deal of fear ex- 
pressed a few months ago because of the 
lateness of the spring. The pessimist 
saw failure of the crops and was greatly 
encouraged in his view that at last the 
long continued prosperity was to end, 
Reports about the dismal outlook came 
from every direction. The various bugs” 
which make havoc with the crops were 
said to be unusually active, as if to com- 
bine with the late spring to blast the 
hopes of the farmers.

MISSISSIPPI’S SENATOR. 

There will be general satisfaction with 
the result of the primary election in Mis- 
sissippi as regards the expression of the 
preference of the voters in the matter of 
the senatorial succession. The fight was 
bitter between the adherents of Gov. 
Vardaman and those of Congressman 
Williams. In casting more votes for the 
latter than for their fierce executive the 
people of Mississippi have indicated that 
their feeling is that of the country at 
large so far as the estimate of the two 
men is concerned. 

Gov. Vardaman has made himself con- 
spicuous by his radical attitude on the 
race question. As a virulgnt hater of the 
negro he has frequently furnished mate- 
rial for sensational articles in the papers. 
His stock in trade has been abuse of the 
negro and denunciation of those who 
would help the black man. His canvass 
for the seat in the senate was made on 
radical, anti-negro lines. He proposed to 
seek the repeal of the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution and the modifica- 
tion of the fourteenth. He has behind 
him no record which would make his se- 
lection as a member of the upper house 
a fitting reward for valued services to his 
state. In many ways he has out-Tillmaned 
Tillman and that, has been his chief title 
to fame. 

Congressman Williams is a man lib- 
erally educated in the best schools of the 
south and in foreign universities, or 
fifteen years he has been prominent in 
the councils of his party, and during the 
latter part of his congressional career, 
which began in 1893, he has been recog- 
nized as the leader of the minority in the 
house of representatives. His choice as 
senator follows the conventional lines. He 
has good judgment and tact. He knows 
that the Vardaman program asks for im- 
possibilities and could serve no other pur- 
pose than to revive the bitter controver- 
sies of the past. 

The Mississippi legislature will ratify 
the action of the primaries in due time. 
There is no occasion for haste, since the 
term of the senator Mr. Williams is to 
succeed does not expire until 1911. The 
Mississippi democrats have made an early 
as well as a good choice. It will bea re- 
lief to conservative southern senators to 
know ‘that Gov. Vardaman is not to be 
among them to stir up trouble by propos- 
ing impracticable legislation and perpetu- 
ally denouncing the black man. 


WANTED—NEW FINANCIERS. 

With some people it may be a lack of 
confidence. With others it may be a 
belief that they can use their money to 
better purpose. For some reason the 
public obstinately keeps out of the stock 
market. It willinot help the speculators 
to play their game. It will not absorb 
the new securities which are, being put 
out, and they remain in good part in the 
hands of the disappointed underwriters. 

It would be interesting to know the 
extent to which the ‘unyielding attitude 
of the public is due to the deliberate pol- 
icy of great railroad operators and high 
financiers, if there be a lack of confi- 
dence in railroad securitie}. When it be- 
came apparent that congress would enact 
the rate law the mighty ones of Wall 
street began warning the public of the 
dangerous consequences of such legisla- 
tion. Mr. Hill, Mr. Rogers, Mr, Harri- 
man sang the same preconcerted song. 
They renewed their warning when the 
state legislatures began enacting laws 
giving the people fairer passenger rates. 

These prophets of impending disaster 
knew that their predictions would have a 
bad effect on the stock. market, the quo- 
tations of securities they held would go 
down, and that it would be difficult, it 
not impossible, for them to float new ones 
and gather in millions from confiding p- 
vestors. They seem to have reasoned 
that the effect of the slump in stocks 
would be to alarm the munity, to per- 
suade it of the unwisdom of the legisla- 
tion which the Wall street men dreaded 
so much, end thus throttle that peas 
tion.

The 
democratic progress so pronounced in Italy 
has invaded San Marino, which has man- 
aged to retain its independence unimpaired 
through so many centuries. About six or 
seven years ago it enacted a law providing 
that all privileges theretofore conceded to its 
nobles should be withdrawn and that the 
humblest born peasant should be eligible to 
the same offices and enjoy the same privi- 
leges as the nobles. And now, in-pursuance 
of the same principles it has abolished the 
sale of titles, which has proved until now 
a prolific source of revenue. 

San M o, although a republic, has been 
the only country in Europe that deliberately 
and avowedly sold these dignities—from 
dukedoms and princedoms down to hered- 
itary knighthoods and decorations. In fact, 
there are large numbers of individuals, some 
of them Americans, now parading around 
‘with nobiliary titles, who have obtained 
them by means of purchase from the gov- 
ernment of San Marino, there being a fixed 
tariff rate for each title. 

A portion of the money thus obtained was 
devoted to the maintenance of the local hos- 
pital, home for the destitute aged, and found- 
ling asylum, the description over the gates of 
which being to the effect that it was an of- 
fering of “human vanity to human weak- 
ness. 

— 


In this connection it may be mentioned that 
in Switzerland not long ago the national 
legislature, basing itself on article 12 of the 
constitution, énacted a · law to the effect that 
all men borne on the roster of the army 
or holding any government office must sur- 
render and return any orders of knighthood 
and decorations received from foreign gov- 
ernments during the previous three four 
decades. Refusal to comply with is re- 
quirement entails dismissal in the case of 
civillan officials and of court martia] where 
members belonging to the militia are con- 
cerned. That such a decree as this should be 
passed is due to the irritation of what may 
be called the middle classes against the 
patrician element in Switzerland. 

As in every country, the masses are always 
in the majority, and the enforcement of this 
law against the acceptance of foreign decora- 
tion is merely a demonstration on the part of 
the hol polloi against the caste prejudices 
of the patrician element of the republic. 
These Swiss patricians are nearly all de- 
scended from nobles of Austria, of Burgundy, 
and of France, who settled in Switzerfand 
three, four, and five centuries ago, and owing 
to.the pride of birth they have always been 
more careful to refrain from mésalliances 
than the aristocracies of the monarchical 
countries of Europe. Indeed, the knowledge 
of the purity of their descent Imbues them 
with an extraordinary amount of arrogance 
with regard to their lineage. 


~~ 


France will from now on be the only old 
world republic that still continues to confer 
decorations and orders of knighthood. No 
French titles of nobility have been created 
since the reéstablishment of the republic 
in 1870, on the downfall of the Napoleonic 
empire, and only a few foreign titles have 
been registered since then, these titles being 
papal honors granted during the early years 
of the republic. But since the last quarter 
of a century the French government has 
refused to register any foreign titles con- 
ferred on French citizens, and those obtained 
since then by French people from any for- 
eign monarch, the papacy, or from the repub- 
lic of San ‘Marino are devoid of any legal 
value and cannot be used in any official docu- 
ment. 

There are several monarchies in Europe 
where titles have not only been abolished by 
law and by the constitution but where their 
use entails penal consequences. Among 
them are Greece, Roumania, Servia, and Bul- 
garia. Greeks and Roumanians who adorn 
themselves with titles of prince and count 
when abroad are obliged to doff these plumes 
as soon as they cross the frontier of their 
native land. These monarchies, however, 
have plenty of orders of knighthood which 
are distributed in a manner sufficiently lavish 
to deprive them of any prestige or value, 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria having on one 
memorable occasion bestowed the knight- 
hood of the Bulgarian Order of St. Alexander 
upon his chiropodist at Carlsbad. 

The king of Norway, too, grants no 
nobiliary titles, although the latter are not 
forbidden by law, and a parliamentary com- 
mission is now visiting the various capitals 
of Europe in order to study the means of the 
organization of an upper house of the na- 
tional legislature at Christiania on the lines 
of the English house of lords. Meanwhile 
King Haakon has a couple of orders of 
knighthood at his disposal. The crown of 
Denmark is extremely chary about the crea- 
tion of titles of nobility, which are held of 
far less account in the dominions of King 
Frederick than the possession of an ancient 
and historic name.

The sale in London of a remarkable collec- 
tion of antique rings by a nobleman styling 
himself Prince Huga Erba Odescalchi, has 
led to protests on the&{\part of the principal 
members of the histori@house of Odescalchi, 
who claim that the vendor of the rings has 
no right whatsoever to style himself a Prince 
Odescalchi. And the fact of the matter is, 
that his name will be sought for in vain in 
those pages of the Almanach de Gotha that 
are devoted to the princes of Odescalchi. 
Strictly speaking, the house of Odescalchi, 
which furnished several pontiffs to the 
church of Rome, notably the celebrated In- 
nocent XI., became extinct in the male line 
through the death early in the eighteenth 
century of Prince Livius Odtscalchi, the 
nephew and heir of Pope Innocent. 

Prince Livius shortly before his death 
adopted as his heir his kinsman, Balthazar 
Erba, grandson of the Marquis Alexander 
Erba and of his wife, Lucretfa Odescalchi, 
the *only sister of Innocent XI., stipulating 
that he should abandon the name and the 
arms of the Erbas and assume those of 
Odescalchi. He Hkewise obtained for him 
from the German emperor the right to in- 
herit his own title of prince of the Holy 
empire and of duke of Cyrmia. It is from this 
Balthazar Erba, who had thus become 
through adoption and inheritance Prince 
Odescalchi and duke of Syrmia, that the 
princes of Odescalchi now figuring in the 
Almanach de Gotha are desconded, the pres- 
ent chief of the family being Don Balthazar, 
seventh princé of Odescalchi and seventh 
duke of Syrmia, who makes his home in the 
grand Odescalchi palace on the Square of the 
Holy Apostles at Rome, while the principal 
representative in Austria is the septuage- 
narian Prinoe Arthur Odescalchi, who has for 
the last three decades heen constantly before 
the public in connection with his duels, his 
many divorces, and his imprismonet of a 
couple of his wives in some of his remote 
Hungarian castles in thoroughly medieval 
fashion. In fact, the record of his stormy life 
would be enough to furnish material not for 
one but for a dozen novels of the most sensa- 
tional order. 

— 


The elder brothers of that original Bal- 
thazar Erba, who became Prince Odescalchi 
and duke of Syrmia, remained mere Erbas, 
but were so proud of their relationship to 
Pope Innocent XI. through the marriage of 
his sister Lucretia to their grandfather, the 
Marquis Alexander Erba, that they added the 
name of Odescalchi on to that of Erba. Ata 
later date the chief of the house of Erba 
obtained the Neapolitan title of prince of 
Monteleone, the. patent of which bears the 
date of March 1823, and was confirmed last 
year by the Royal College of Heralds—the 
Consulta Heraldica—at Rome. The father of 
the vender of the collection of antique rings 
was the head of the house of Erba and was 
wont to style himself Marquis Innocent Erba 
Odescalchi, prince of Monteleone. His son 
Hugo has seen fit to adopt the style of 
Prince Erba Odescalchi, thus conveying the 


impression that he is a-Prince Odescalchi, |

Everything Settled Except Exclusion 
and Pelagic Sealing. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’'LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—(Special.}— 
Japan and the United States propose to dem- 
onstrate to each other and to the world their 
mutual desire to maintain close and friendly 
relations. 

The demonstration is to take the form of 
negotiations for the removal of all differ- 
ences which have arisen between them. As 
a result of investigations into Asiatic immi-. 
gration conditions which Secretary of Com- 
merce and preg) Straus and the Japanese 
commission are making, the two govern- 
ments will be in a position to approach the 
settlement of the grave exclusion question 
with a r Ss of 
necessiti emb 
nese ambassador, Viscount 
the administration to unde nd that his 
government is opposed to pelagic sealing, 
which means it does not countenance in any 
way the poaching operations of Japanese 
sealers, nor will it tolerate a like operation in 
Japanese waters by American sealers. 

Beyond these two matters there are no 
differences of any material consequence to be 
adjusted. So far as Corea is concerned, the 
United States long ago recog d Japanese 
supremacy in the Hermit ki Indeed, 
this government was the first to grant such 
recognition.

Coreans to Get No Sympathy. 

Naturally the Japanese embassy is watch- 
ing with close attention the publicity opera- 
tions of the Corean envoys in New York. The 
embassy does nat believe they will be re- 
ceived by the president and expects them to 
be referred to the state department, which 
perhaps will grant them an unofficial hear- 
ing and finally declare that the American 
people cannot intervene in a matter with 
which it has no concern. 

There is reason to believe Corea was dis- 
cussed at a conference at Oyster Bay yester- 
day between President Roosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of State Bacon, and Peter Augus- 
tus Jack, secretary of the American embassy. 
at Tokio. The Japanese in this city make no 
secret of their belief that an official recep- 
tion of the Corean delegates would create an 
exceedingly bad impression in their country 
and aid the anti-American campaign which 
the opposition has been making. 

Perhaps the most interesting developments 
of the last few days in the diplomatic rela- 
tions of the United States and Japan have 
grown out of negotiations the Japanese gov- 
emment has been conducting with various 
European powers for the mutual safeguard- 
ing of the territories of each in the far east. 
It appears these negotiations formed the sub- 
ject of conversation between Secretary Root 
and the Japanese ambassador. The purpose 
of the negotiations was to maintain the 
status quo in the extreme orient. This was 
necessary for Japan in order to Insure the 
protection of the rights she acquired as the 
result of her war gf pits Russia, 


Our Attitude to 7 apan Friendly. 

The negotiations were important to the 
United States, as indeed to all other trading 
nations, because of their effect on interna- 
tional peace, the circumscribing of national 
ambitions, and the upholding of the principles 
of the integrity of China and the open door in 
the Celestial empire. It may be said these 
arrangements mean nothing final and in the 
event of trouble would not be worth the 
paper they are written on. But Japan hard- 
ly would care to violate the compact with 
one nation. for the reason that the other 
nations would immediately suspect her of 
preparing to treat them in the same way, 
and this might lead to a combination which 
she could not face. 
During the conversation between Secre- 
tary Root and Ambassador Aokt! it is under- 
stood mutual congratulations were ex- 
changed that an arrangement of this kind 
between the United States and Japan was 
unnecessary, for the reason that the United 
States had no designs upon the territory 
belonging to or under the protection of the 
Tokio government and the latter had no 
purpose to seek possession of American ter- 
ritory. 
Japan has insisted for years it was her 
enemies who accuse her of contemplating 
the seizure of the Philippines and Hawaii. 
She asserts she does not want the islands 
and would not take them asa gift. Now she 
must enter upon the subjugation of Corea, 
which will mean a war of several years, and 
if the United States were to turn the Philip- 
pines over to her undoubtedly she would have 
trouble with the natives of these islands. 
It must not be forgotten a large majority 
of the Filipinos are Christian people, and 
would object seriously to government by a 
nation which worships Buddhe and other 
non-Christian gods.

Immigration Question Difficult. 
Ot course, the question which is most di- 
cult.of settlement is that of immigration. 
Although a delegation of business men from 
Calltornla came to Washington to urge the 
president to take action toward lowering the 
bars against Asiatic immigration, there is no 
doubt such action is impossible at the present 
time. 

Eventually in the judgment of the president 
all the immigration restrictions Will be re- 
moved. As he has pointed out in conversation 
with the Japanese, fifty years ago the latter 
refused to admit Americans into their coun- 
try. Today Americans do not admit Jap- 
anese. Fifty years hence the objection of the 
United States to the Japanese probably will 
have disappeared and moreover the density 
of population will be so great the Asiatics 
will find sharper competition than they do 
now and will not care to come to this coun- 
try. 

Japan's interest in sealing haa been em- 
phasized by her acquisition of islands from 
Russia upon which fur bearing animals 
have established rookeries. It is now im- 
portant to her that these seal herds be pre- 
served. Therefore she wants an arrange- 
ment with the United States which will in- 
sure their protection. Unfortunately the 
arrangement would not be effective unless 
Great Britain be a party thereto, and the 
London government is unable to give consent 
until Canada changes from the position it 
has taken.

Take an old tray, punch holes around the 
edge two inches a „mark places for pock- 


ets, one at the top and bottom and one on

Practical Suggestions. 

When making coffee add a pinch of salt 
after placing the coffee in the pot. The flavor 
will be much improved. 

To keep cheese moist wrapin acloth wrung 
out of vinegar, place in a paper bag, and hang 
in a cool place. 

When mashing potatoes add a little hot 
milk to the butter used. It will prevent the 
potatoes from being heavy and tasteless. 

When washing handkerchiefs add a little 
horax to the last rinsing water. It will make 
the handkerchiefs easier to iron and they 
will look better when done. 

To keep the enamel of the bath in good 
condition always put in a little cold water 
first. Exceedingly hot water makes it liable 
to crack and peel off, 

When ironing rub the fron with a cloth 
moistened with a little paraffin before using. 
If your tron is inclined to stick rub frequently 
on sand paper. 

When baking soda biscuits or cakes dis- 
solve the soda in a little cold milk. It will 
prevent the disagreeable lumps go often 
found in cakes, scones, etc. 

When cooking green vegetables do not 
cover the pot in which they are boiled or 
they will be a bad color. A small piece of 
common soda, the size of a pea, added to the 
water will make them a vivid green. 

To clean irons that have become rough 
through bits of starch sticking to them, wash 
thoroughly in soapsuds, and they then will be 
emooth and clean, but be sure to dry them 
thoroughly afterwards or they will rust. 

‘When sewing, if you want a fresh piece of 
cotton, thread your needle before cutting 
from the spool, and begin working at the end 
just sewed. You will then use the thread 
the right way, and it will not be continually 
getting into knots.

BIG BULL. PLAY IN OATS. 


2 | Uniformly Bad Crop Reports Are Basis 
of Heavy Buying. 


Although showing net loses of 1-10 to 10 
as compared to the final quotations of the 
previous week, developments in last week’s 
wheat market indicated increasing uneasi- 
ness Over conditions in spring wheat terri- 
tory. The principal basis for nervousness 
in the ranks of shorts late in the period was 
lower temperatures and a steady inrunning 
of black rust reports from important sections 
of the producing belt. September at the 
week end showed the biggest loss, the May 
being only the slightest fraction off. 

The earlier sessions were characterized by 
weakness, due largely to a brisker movement 
of new wheat to market and to the painful 
lack of inquiry from abroad. While there 
are numerous bulls who believe that their 
judgment on the ultimate outturn in the 
northwest will not be misplaced, the confi- 
dence of bears is strong on the heavy hold- 
ings of last year’s crop. A leading statis. 
tigian estimates that the holdings of 1906 
wheat in second hands are approximately 
18,000,000 bu in excess of the stocks at this 
time a year ago. As -heretofore, the esti- 
mated shortage in the world’s total yield of 
the cereal is fixed all the way from 175,000,000 
bu to 400,000,000 bu. The popular belief is 
that the shortage will be close to 225,000,- 


000 Du. 
Sure of a Shortage. 

There can be no question,” said a leading 
local bull, mat our crop of winter and 
spring wheat will fall materially under that 
harvested last year. The shortage south- 
west is variously estimated, and at this time 
there is not much on which to gauge the out- 
turn in the northwest. However, it seems 
that the acknowledged decrease in area 
should make a large spring wheat shortage 
probable. While all kinds of talk are being 
handed to the speculative markets, men re- 
puted for conservatism and honesty figure 
that the lateness of the crop, the possibility 
of the plant’s having to encourter the effects 
of ‘frosts before its maturity, and the spread 
of black rust should ultimately militate for 
a higher level. The export situation is high- 
ly disappointing. If it offered any reason- 
able encouragement there would be material- 
ly less aggressiveness on the part of the 
bears. Also a return of the outsider to the 
speculative fold would provide a good stimu- 
lant.” 


Various Views on Situation Abroad. 


Traders declare that because of the nu- 
merous and widespread sources of informa- 
tion it is practically impossible to arrive 
at a satisfactory conclusion concerning the 
crop situation in Europe. Also, estimates 
on southwestern yield are far from satisfac- 
tory. One of the leading experts figures 
that the Kansas yield eventually will show 
not more than 40,000,000 bu. Other experts 
whose word is given weight believe the state 
will show 75,000,000 bu or more. Fifty mil- 
lion bu seems to be a quite popular estimate 
for the Sunflower stata 


Weather Aids Corn Bulls. 


Weather conditions were foremost among 
the governing influences in the corn market 
last week. In the earlier sessions the cli- 
matological situation was considered almost 
ideal for the growing crop, but in the later 
sessions the drop in temperature to flirting 
distance from the frost mark created no 
small degree of uneasiness among shorts 
and a pickup of confidence among the bulls. 
The general movement to market was light, 
and the demand was sufficient to keep stocks 
down. The week end quotations showed net 
gains of 1%@2%c, December showing 
strongest. 

The short interest in corn is said to be 
much more extensive than the general trade 
has been led to believe, and men close to 
the situation declare that any further unfa- 
vorable weather for forcing the crop would 
create a marked desire to cover. The sound- 
ness of the oats market has had a beneficial 
influence on the maize trade. Late in the 
week a leading local operator returned from 
the east with the information that the stocks 
of corn in the leading centers were much 
lighter than the west has been led to believe, 
and that the time is not far distant when 
the general demand in the west will be much 
larger than that which now prevails. 


Boem in Oats Trade. 


From a point of general excitement and 
speculative interest the oats market was the 
leader last week. Patten's enormous buying, 
‘combined with a deluge of unfavorable crop 
advices, served to stir up much uneasiness 
among the shorts, and to inject new blood 
into the veins of pit traders. It is popularly 
estimated that Patten has a line not under 
10,000,000 bu, and that other big men in the 
trade have as much more. “ Patten has 
made good in his previous deals in oats,“ 
said a trader, and when he is found to be 
bulling again a host of less pretentious op- 
erators are willing to shape their trades 
along the lines of his.“ From almost all 
sections advices on crop advancement were 
bullish, there being enough in the run of 
news to Impress more strongly upon many 
traders the belief that the crop will fall 
much under earlier estimates. The hold- 
ings at the principal centers are at low ebb, 
and the farmers show little disposition to trim 
down the already light stocks of old crop 
stuff. It seems to be a pretty sure thing 
that Patten and the other big fellows are 
carefully planning to shock the admittedly 
large short interest. Week end prices for 
the cereal showed net gains of 344@4%c, com- 
pared to those of the previous week. 


Trade in Provisions Quiet. 

Hog products, dull and devoid of notable 
feature the greater part of the time, moved 
within narrow limits last week, final quota- 
tions showing a shade lower to a little higher 
as compared to the figures at the end of the 
previous period.
